Police of Many Nations Seek Frederick 
Johnson, Who Disappeared After 
Visiting Titled Aunt.

VINELAND, N. J., Nov. .20.—It, beeame 
known yesterday that Frederick C. John- 
son, son of Col. Edmund Johnson and 
nephew of the Princess Salm Salm, has 
been missing for three months and that 
private deteetives and police all over the 
world nave been tecking for him in vain. 

The young man was the favorite of his 
titled aunt. He went to Germany 
Murch to take a post-graduate course in 
medicine and dentistry at the Darmstadt 
University, and spent much of his time in 
her company at her home at Bonn, 

He started for home Sept. 1 last and that 
was the last Seen’ or heard of him by his 
relatives and family. 

Upon receiving no news of his arrival in 
the United States, the princess made in- 
quirites at Antwerp and found that the 
young man pald for a passage 
and that his buggage had been delivered 
at the pier, but that he himself had not 
appeared. She started a search through pri 
vate sources and later -*Ued in the German 
police. 

Meantime the young man's parents 
started a search on this side of the water. 

When young Johnsun left his aunt he car- 
ried nearly $1000 in cash, and it is feared 
he was murdered and robbed.

THE MALES.

THEY ARE THE WEAKER SEX 


March and April “Death Months” for 
Adults, July and August for 
Children. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WABHINGTON, Nov. 19. — ““‘Death 
months’ are March and April for adults,‘ 
and July and August for children under 6 
years of age, according to the statistics 
of the twelfth census. The mortality is 
groatest for both males and females during 
these periods. 

The ‘‘health months’ for both adults and 
children are October and November, when 
mortality is at a minimum. 

Vital statistics show in practically every 
inatance the greatest mortality among the 
males, evidence, the scientists assert, that 
the males are becoming weaker physically 
and more susceptible to diseare and death, 
while the females are growing stronger 
and are constituticnally better equipped to 
battle for life. 

All the figures show March to be the 
most fatal month in the year. 

Suicide is most prevalent during April, 
May, August and January. The proportion 
of suicides has been greatest during the 
last decade on the Pacific coast, where the 
deaths were 15.6 per 1000 of population, with 
the South Atlantic coast, including New 
York, ranking fourth with a percentage of 


0.7. 

The total number of deaths reported as 
due to suicide in the United States during 
the census year was 6498. of which 4313 were 
males and 118 were females. The propor- 
tion of deaths from this cause in 1000 death 
from all known causes was 5.5, while in 189 
it was 4.6. 

Shooting was by far the most popular 
method of ending life, with poison and 
drowning in the order named. The percent- 

e of suicides was highest among those 
whose mothers were born in France, with 

ermasry and Russia-Poland second and 
third. Tne death rate from suicide of those 
whose mothers were born in the United 
Prates was much lower than in other coun- 


TBuicide is on the increase, especially 
among the married males. The death rate 
of married males, from 15 to 4 years of age. 
was greater than In unmarried males. After 
45 years of age the rate was much greater 
among the unmarried males. In females, 
unmarried, between 46 and 64 years of age 
the rate of death from suicide was greater 
than of those married or widowed. 

Males between the ages of 3% and % vears 
were in the majority of those who com 
mitted suicide during the census year of 
1900, while among women the greatest num 
ber who killed themselves were between 2) 
and 24 years old. Suicide is decreasing 
among the younger generation. In cities 
April and May are the montha selected by 
a greater percentage Of persons to kil! 
themselves, while in the rural districts May 
and July are generally chosen.

BRUSSEL&A, Nov. 2.—King Leopold made 
a sumewhat striking reply to a deputation 
frum the chamber, headed by the president, 
who presented his majesty with an address 
of congratulation on his escape Saturday 
from the anarchist’s bullet. 

After thanking the deputies, 
continued: 

“The times are very troubled. Agitators 
are constantly stirring up their followers 
to disturb that order which is the guaran- 
tee of public liberties. Without order only 
license remains, which leadg inevitably to 
despotism. 

‘These agitators find in their path, first- 
lv, the heads of states. If they fail to reach 
them, they attack their wives, aa in case of 
the horrible drama at Geneva. 

‘Their blows are also aimed at ministers, 


as in the case of Senor Canovas. and they 
also blow up the houses of private indli- 
viduals. They want to intimidate us, Dut 
they will not succeed. Even if they seruck 
down the head of the state it would make 
no difference as he would soon be replaced. 

“In addition to revelvér shots they em- 
ploy the pen, which can write what calum- 
nies they please. 

‘“T am nearing the end of my life. I do 
not know how long I shall live—how long 
they will let me live, but I can assure you 
all the rest of my existence will be de- 
voted within the limits of my constitutional 
powers to the good of my country and the

FREIGHT §=©RATES ADVANCED 


Railways in St. Louis and Southern 
Territories Order Increase to 


Meet Raise in Wages. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—At a meeting of 
executive officials of central freight lines, 
the trunk lines and southern roads, held 
at the Trunk Line Association's headquar- 
ters in this city, rates in the territory con- 
trolled by the association have been gen- 
erally advanced. 

The meeting was called primarily to dis- 
cuss export rates, particularly those rates 
on southern lines from §8t. Louis territory, 
but resolved itself into a conference to 
advance rates. The increase is in line with 
action usually taken at the close of navi- 
gation. 

As to the export rate situation on south- 
ern Hines, it was alleged that some of the 
road had been shading their rates from 8t. 
Louis territory’ in favor of southern as 
against northern ports, bringing them 
them below the differential. A satis- 
factory understanding was reached in 
matter, as is indicated by the agreemén 
among the representative lines to eatadee 
rates. One of those present at the meet- 
ing is quoted as having said: 

“In former seasons, when there was con- 
siderable rate cutting and the rate situa- 
tion generally was demoralized, increases 
decided upon brought the —- up to per- 
haps not more than the normal tariff.
